In a ruling handed down by the 
state supreme court, persons re- 
siding in defense housing projects 
situated outside military reserva- 
tions are entitled to vote in forth- 
coming elections. 

The court granted writs com- 
pefing the Solano county clerk to 
accept the registrations of four 
persons residing in projects in the 
vicinity of Vallejo who filed sepa- 
rate actions. The high tribunal 
said that under the constitution 
and the state political code the 
government reserves the right to 
take over the property and set up 
arsenals, military posts and other 
needed buildings, and have exclu- 
sive jurisdiction over them. 

The court added that the con- 

gressional act setting up housing 
projects, such as the Latham act 
of October 14, 1940, provided that 
the acquisition of property by the 
government would not impair the 
civil rights of people under local 
law. 
_ Justice John W. Shenk wrote the 
opinion on Tuesday, this week.

NEW TRIAL FO 


CULINARY UNIONS 


IN SAN FRANCISCO 


VERDICT SET ASIDE ON GROUNDS OF 
INSUFFICIENT EVIDENCE 


Scoring a complete upset of the 
singular verdict and damages 
brought in the B/G foods case 
against various members of the 
San Francisco culinary workers 
and bartenders’ unions and their 
joint executive board, attorneys for 
the California State Federation of 
Labor, entering the case after the 
unfavorable decision had been ren- 
dered, have succeeded in having 
the verdict set aside and in obtain- 
ing a new trial on the grounds of 
insufficiency of evidence and of 
the decision being contrary to the 
law. There is every reason to be- 
lieve that a retrial will result in an 
entirely different verdict, due to 
the fact that the federation’s at- 
torneys will present new and 
| startling evidence for the unions. 


The whole case is another ex- 
emple of how unscrupulous employ- 
ers try to twist and pervert our 
| iaws to their own ends. For several] 
years the B/G company, which 
operates six sandwich shops and a 
commissary in San Francisco, had 
resisted the strenuous efforts of the 
culinary workers and bartenders’ 
unions to organize their employes. 
On May 23 of last year, after the 
failure of all attempts to induce 
the company to sign a union con- 
tract, the unions, with the sanction 
of the joint executive board, placed 
picket lines at all the sandwich

The institute points out that, 
with legislatures in most of the 48 
states meeting in 1943, “it is be- 
lieved that many of the restric- 
tions on trucks will be swept off 
the statutes books.” 

Trucking Problem Is Serious 

“There is a serious transporta- 
tion problem in this country and 
it is up to us to solve it,” said 
Dave Beck, vice president of the 
teamsters’ international union, 
“That means reductions in truck 
mileage and it means curtailment 
of all non-essential driving in pri- 
vate cars. 

“What we have seen so far is 
nothing to what we may see before 
this war is over. One of the im- 
portant things we can do, and we 
must do, is to see to it that we 
obey the speed regulations. They 
are not fooling back in Washing- 
ton about this. Men who think 
they are will run into trouble. If 
we insist on too much speed, we 
will find government restrictions 
so stringent that the fast travelers 
may have their licenses cancelled 
for the duration. 

“Make no mistake about it, our 
government is determined to win 
this war. 

Beck urged every member of the 
union to carry out the traffic 
regulations to the letter.

As a result of national labor 
lations board proceedings started 
by the machinists, the company 
agreed to drop the “dummy” union, 
and the field was cleared for a 
new election, soon to be held.

ACCIDENT COMMISSION 
MAKES CORRECTION 
OF HERNIA CASE 


A case of double hernia was 
brought to the attention of the Cal- 
ifornia State Federation of Labor 


|in which a clerk for the state com- 


pensation insurance fund in- 
structed the surgeon to repair only 
the right hernia thereby denying 
him the privilege of doing a proper 
repair. 

Not only is it poor surgical prac- 
tice to have a patient denied a com- 
plete operation with one anesthetic, 
but it adds extra hazards to the 
patient. 

Recognizing the unfairness of 
such a procedure where a person 
untrained in medicine is given 
greater authority than a practicing 
surgeon, the federation took this 
matter up with the accident com- 
mission. As a result, a hearing was 
held and the doctor was authorized 
to proceed with removing the dou- 
ble hernia in a single operation. In 
addition to correcting this particu- 
lar case, the commission saw to it 
that in the future such technical 
matters will be handled by a med- 
ical man of the state fund instead 
of by some clerical worker.
